Law is abotlt to be put to a sensi- 
ble test. The CIO and its president,

Everyone has reason to rejoice

law has aggravated the uneasy

They have shown that 
the charges of "slavery" and "the 
beginning of fascism" arc unfound- 
ed and unfair. Unions have bar- 
gained, won benefits and gone on

In a statement regarding this 


l*j,^move, Mr. Murray reaffirmed his

of the land." He made it .clear 
that he was not acting "in

spirit of defiance and bitterness." 


The due process of law by which 


Mr. Murray's act is to be tesled 
is proof enough of Ihe extrava- 
gance of earlier attacks on the 
Taft-Harlley Law. For that law's 
application is still subject to th 
usual cheeks upon its conslitution- 
dlily. There is. no reason lo talk 
of slavery and fascism when labor 
has access to a fair hearing of all 
its grievances.

Hempstead 


county's war on rats, County Agent 
Oliver L. Adams, announced today. 
The "war'on rats is a part of the. 
state-wide program to save grain 
sponsored by the Arkansas Agri- 
cultural Extension Service with the 


'.on-of the U.S. Fish and 
Service. Organization for 


Ihe county program is being hand- 
led by the county Farm Bureau 
under the direction of T. A. Corne- 
lius, president, Andrew Avery, vice- 
president, and Monroe Kent, sec- 
retary. 


Rat poisoning will be done on 


farms throughout the entire county 
on March 3l, 1948 which has been 
designated as county "Kill Rats' 
day. Every farmer who has rat! 
on his place is urged to mark Ihu 
dale on his calendar and 
plan to 


devote part of the day to pulling 
out rat bait. 


According 
to 
County 
Agent 


Adams, the same plan which has 
.vorked so well in other areas wil. 
30 followed. A cornmilleeman wil 
be appointed in each community 
as a member of the county rat con- 
trol committee. Farmers needing 
bait will place their orders with 
their commitleeman paying for the 
bait at the time 
the order 
is 


placed. The bait will be already 
piepared, requiring only the addi 
lion of water, and will be packagec 
in quantities lo treat the average 
farm. Bait will be available froir 
the commitleeman wilh whom Ihe 
order was placed on "Kill Rals' 
day, March 31, 1948. The bail wil 
be put out during Ihe afternoon 
according to directions in Ihe pack 
age.

Floods Strike 
Midwestern 
Sections

The worst floods this year struck 


in five Midwestern and Southwest- 
ern states today and 
a 
bl'zzarc 


raged across Minnesota and Wis 
consin just south of trie Canadian 
border. 


The floods and blizzard followed 


in the wake of a major storm cen- 
ter which bred 
many 
tornadoes 


yesterday in Texas, Kansas and Il- 
linois. The high winds 
destroyed 


homes, damaged airports and halt- 
ed trains. 


High water flooded cities and dis- 


rupted communications in Illinois, 
Texas, Iowa, Wiconsin and Nebras- 
ka. 


More than a foot of snow swept 
across the northern plains 
states 


and was piled into five and six foot 
drifts by the powerful winds. 


Nearly 700 persons were trapped 


in 150 cars and five school buses 
when their caravan 
of . vehicles 


bogged down in high snow drifts 
while en route 
to' a 
basketball 
game at, Cloquet, Minn.: • 


The basketball fans 
left 
their 
home town of Floodwood, Minn., 
yesterday evening to watch their 
high school's basketball team play 
a sub-district tournament 
match 


with Carleton high school at Clo- 
quet, about 20 miles west of Du- 
luth. 


The lead cars in the caravan be- 
came stuck about a mile from Clo- 
quet. Some of the fans made their 
way to the farmhouse of Charles 
Isaacson who telephoned Cloquet. 
A snow plow and two tow trucks 
became 
stuck 
themselves 
while 
heading toward the caravan. 
Four other snow plows 
finally 


got through. The passengers of the 
caravan were taken 
to 
Cloquet 


about 11:30 p.m. But crews worked 
all night to free their automobiles 
and pull them into Cloquol.

a good education; but why do we 
narrow education down to what one 
learns in the school room, when 
there is such a vital need for 
practical knowledge that will help II 
us solve the everyday problems of 
life? Why is the boy who graduates 
in all the olqgies and isms con- -fy 
sidered better educated than the 
one who knows how to run a bus- 
iness? And why is it more of an 
accomplishment for a girl to 
be 


able to strum a little on a piano 
than for her to be an expert with 
the pots and pans? 


Diplomacy Always Useful 
I am not disparaging the higher 


education. Far from it. I am only 
wondering why we do not consider 
i] 
it necessary 
to include in 
the 
school curriculum 
teaching 
our ,» 


children the things they are going *•'" 
to need most in life? 
Take, for instance, such a basic 
matter as being able to get along 
with other people. You would think 
that parents would grind that into 
their children while they are still 
in the cradle. But they don't. They 
let them net like little hellions and 
leave it to some unfortunate school- 
marm to civilize them. Yet no one 
is so stupid as not to know that 
the ability to sell yourself to your 
fellow creatures is one of the most ._, 
valuable assets that any man or O 
woman can have. 


How many mothers do you know 


who ever even try to teach their 
daughters how to handle the prob- 
lems of adolescence? Practically 
none. 
Mother may be a college 


graduate and have won an M.A. 
degree, but she doesn't know how 
to be a Ma. She and Sally arc not 
even well enough acquainted with 
each other to talk confidentially, 
so the poor little 
bobby- soxer 


stumbles along trying to find her 
way in life, 
and only too often '-, 


falls into the pit just because 
her mother didn't teach her how to 
play the love game. 


Nearly all girls marry, and the 


chances are that they are going to 
have to do their own housework 
and be their own baby-sitters and 
all the rest of it. Oftener than 
not they have been trained to a 
trade or profession, but nobody 
has taught thorn how to make an 
edible biscuit or put on a diaper, 
arid by the time;they have taught

and run homes they have gener- 
ally given their husbands stomach 
ulcers. 


And aren't practically all the 
tragedies of delinquent

homes due to men 
and women 


never having been taught even the 
A.B.C.'s of marriage and how ta> 
deal 
diplomatically 
with 
each 
other's faults and .foibles? Every 
bride and groom think that the 
knowledge of how 
lo be happy 
»••, 
though married comes by Nature, 
but it- doesn't. It is the knowledge 
that does it. 
The reason that widows 
and 


widowers are a preferred risk as 
husbands and 
wives is because 
they have graduated, cum laude, in 
the school of marriage.
